I Temple ‘Experiment’ Here To Stay

The second full school year for the Bucks 


County Center is draw ing to a close but Tem ple 


U niversity's experim ent in Bucks County is just 
beginning. 


P rogress during that first two years has been 
slow, but steady. Enrollm ent now is 62 students 
and only a handful of these are taking a full sch ed ­ 
ule in the com plete two-year liberal arts program. 


But the Bucks County C enter is here to stay. 


“W e have a com itm ent in 
Bucks County,” 
is the way Earl IL Ely, director of the college cen ­ 
ter w hich operates in the south w ing of Pennsbury 
High School, puts it. 


Eventually, T em p le’s Bucks County Center 
hopes to offer a com plete four-year university pro­ 
gram that will be a full-fledged m em ber of T em ­ 
p les’s anticipated com m unity of 40.000 students by 
1965 or 1970. 
Suburban W ings 


The Bucks County Center and a sim ilar cen'er 
being developed in A m bler, M ontgom ery County, 
are planned as the tw o suburban w ings of the Phila­ 
delphia college. 


As it stands, T em ple is presenting a two-year 
liberal arts program for freshm an and sophomores 
which is scholas icallv equal to that being offered 
a t ’T em p le’s Philadelphia campus. 


Those classes are b eing held in the evenings, 
roughly from 6 p.m. to 9 p.m., Monday through 
Friday. 


They are providing an opportunity for college 
study to a group of students who could not easily 
get that education any place else. 


The main advantages of the Bucks County 
Center are econom y and convenience. 


The savings in direct college costs am ount to 
at least $250 a year. The savings in fringe costs of 
college are even higher. 


The Bucks County location at P ennsbury High 
is within easy driving distance of Lower Bucks 
County and com m unities in N ew Jersey, from Lev­ 
ittown to Trenton. 


The college site is on M akefield Road, near Big 
Oak Road, Lower M akefield Township. This is about 
ten m inutes driving distance from Levittow n, Pa., 
and Trenton, N.J. 


A lthough its program is limited to freshm an 
and sophom ore study, programs and the classes 
are held in the evenings, the Bucks County C enter 
is neither a junior college or a night school. 


Transferrable To C ollege 


The credits earned in the college classes at 
Pennsbury are transferrable to almost any college 
in the country. The scholastic standards are the 
sam e as those of Tem ple U niversity in Philadelphia. 


Besides the saving in costs, the Bucks County 
Center provides a chance for people who have been 
away from high school a long time to attend classes 
as part-time students without passing rigorous e n ­ 
trance tests. For instance, several of the students 
at the Bucks County C e n t e r started university 
studies without high school diplomas. W hen the

Out of personal sorrow’ as much 
as formal respect h - put aside 
most official engagements today 
and invited the country to join 
him in national mourning for the 
form er secretary af slate. 
The President showed his sad­ 
ness in other cays—his dejected 
expression when he called at the 
Dulles home last Night: his hand 
written public tribute to his old 
friend; his resentment at the in­ 
evitable publicity given Dulles in 
his last days of suffering life. 
In a formal proclamation to the 
nation, the President said: 
“ From the example of John 
Foster Dulles, brave in living.! 
brave in dying, let us each hold i 
with all fervor to the verities I 
which inspired him “
